They then
went to work laying bare the vein, and now
have exposed sevenly feet in length, and find
it to be a frue fissure vein with perpendicular
walls— he vein of silver matrix being calca-
reous spar with some little quartz inlermixed.
The vein is eight feet wide, and eye-wit-

nesses from there state that for one.
quarter of  this width it will
averpge 70 per cent, of pure silver.
On tho first trinl after the water waa first

grotten out pix men took over 595,000 in four
daye: snd up to the latest aceounts the work-
ing has been coplinned at about this rate,
Alrendy 123 barrels of ustive silver, estimated
to Le worth R75,000 to 100,000, have bheen
shipped. The yield of the wmine compuied by
the ton is not less than & dollar to the pound!
The mine employs now aboul forty men, and
will incrense their force lmmedistely. The
*‘royalty” paid on this to the English Gov-
ernmen! is (uite small-—-not exceeding one-
twenticth. LEye-witpesses of intellizence,
judgment, and experience report that
Captain  Irew will probably take out
of silver, up to the opening of mnavi-
gation next spring, from 21,000,000 to
w3, 000,000 in money valune! Tle steamar
Meteor conveyed down the lakes on her
trip before last sixty-two barrels of silver,
This silver island is no huwbug, but an
actual, bona fide affair, in which the most
wonderial results have already been oblainad,
and ell bids fair to mnke in yield and richness
the most remarkable wining discovery in
this conintry for many years, Sowme masses of
silver went down on the Moteor larger and
heavier than o man could lift. A part of the
island vein, say two feel of the eight feet in
width, is wonderfully rich, and it is from this
portion that the large &ilver mnssos are
extracted, Other rich wmines of gilver are
reputed as having been fonnd on the main
north shore in the range of the silver island,
and Captein Hodson, of Portage Lake, has
gone East to organize a compeuy to work
them,

The red-ghirted ploneers were (1ying in every diroe-
tion, secking sheiter from infariated colored men,
and some of them were badly hurt by ying bricks
or hullets, a few platol shots having been fired dur-
ing the skirmish, One or twoofl the coiored men
were nlso shot.
